We print in the Gazette to-day an arti­ 
cle from the W ashington Capital, entitled 
•‘Sectional Strife.’’ It was written by Don 
P u tt, a Democrat of the Bourbon school, 
whose sympathies are w ith the South at 
all times and under all circumstances. 
The 
tone of the article is the tone of the Dem 
ocratic Dress of this country on the South­ 
ern question ; and when the Democratic 
representatives at W ashington speak of 
sectional strife, they charge the Republi­ 
can party w ith stirring it up. 
Blaine’s 
recent speech, which was one of the mop* 
earnest and impressive delivered in the

He is charged 
with creating a bitter feeling between the 
N orth and the South, and In making each 
solid for itself.

out having their lives and property threat­ 
ened, that they shall on joy the same free­ 
dom, political and social, in every South­ 
ern State as is enjoyed by the people in the 
North.

committed in the South, because he w arn­ 
ed the Southerners of the danger of their 
policy, and reminded them that “ the Gov 
ernm cnt under whose protecting flag we 
sit tc-day sacrificed m yriads of lives and 
expended thousands of millions of treasure 
that our c *u atry men of the South should 
remain citizens of the United States, bav 
ing equal personal rights and equal person­ 
al privileges with all other citizens,” the 
Democrats call that harrowing up secliona 
strife.

A9 a result, the attendance was 
larger than upon any previous day, and 
included a greater proportion of ladies. 
The principal actors in the life dram a were 
in their accustomed places. The ju ry ap­ 
peared to be nearly exhausted—fagged 
out. Bt. Peters w&9 there, quiet and pale, 
but with his nerves under most wonderful 
control. 
From 2 :30 until 7: lo not a word came 
from the room to which the ju ry had re ­ 
tired. The court room held the crowd 
that had watched the case, but, as the 
hours slipped by, m any left. 
The most 
Interested persons seemed to bo the ladies. 
{Several, in anticipation ol loDg waiting for 
the jury, had biought their luncheon with 
them and for an bour on either side of six 
o’clock, the court room had something of 
thejappearauce of a hall of feasting rather 
than.aiplacc where life and death hovered. 
Others, as the twilight crew to 
settled 
darkness, went out to come back 
with 
toothpicks and 
fruits, and 
the 
men— 
who 
bad 
them —pufferred 
cigars 
and made the air heavy w ith smoke clouds 
Among the spectators there were lively 
discussions during this interval as to the 
guilt or innocence of the defendants. Joe 
Bt. Peters’ name was mentioned only as an 
incident in the trial. 
Mrs. Clark absorbed 
the attention of 
all, especially of the 
ladies. 
A t 7:45 o’clock there was a noise from 
the room in which the ju ry had been 
confined. 
In a moment inc court room 
was in confusion, 
The crowd in the rear 
rushed forward to the seats, and for a 
moment tram ping of feet aud stage whis­ 
pers prevailed. 
The Judge rapped order. 
Bbenff Hoffman with

bailiffs, 
set 
things 
to 
rights. 
When 
silence 
was 
restored 
Bailiff 
Santa came briskly into court, closely fol­ 
lowed by Joe Bt. Peters. 
Toe defendant 
was fluked, and had the semblance of a 
smile on his lade, but that disappeared as 
soon as he looked around the dimly light­ 
ed judgm ent hall, aud whcu the peril of 
his position dawned upon him. 
His broth­ 
er took a seat beside him. and both gazed 
anxiously toward the door from which the 
jury were to come. Bt. Peters' father was 
also present, as was Miss Benoit. 
Another 
pause ensued. The court and jury were 
waiting for Mrs. d i r k , who presently 
came in, accompanied by her sister, Mrs 
Freem an, and Colonel Munn, her attorney. 
Mrs. Clark wore a light yell, which scarce 
half concealed her face.

and when the jury came lo there was a 
certain despair about it which was pain­ 
ful to observe.

crying out for the Union a voice from the 
grave m ight be heard. 
It was during the late civil war ; and 
when Senator Blame utters his sectional 
demand there is a skeleton ho does not see 
gesticulating for him. it points to a line 
that does not run east and west, cutting our 
country into hostile camps, but it stretches 
from north to south, and makes for itself a 
wider and deeper chasm than the one we 
filled up and bridged oyer by tho bodies of 
slaughtered brothers.

than that which gave birth to the late war. 
Such is tho fact. 
We all know there 
was not a moment during the war In which 
a wish to liberate the slaves moved the 
masses to fight. They were irritated at 
the masters, for that they fired on our flag 
floating above Sum pter. 
And to-day, in 
New England even, there is no love of 
the negro. 
He is further removed from a 
social recognition or political privilege 
than he is at the Bonth. 
But there is a 
deeper aud deadlier feeling moving the 
masses at the South and West, that origi­ 
nates in a financial distress that m ay at any 
moment break out in violence against the 
creditor States, it appeared a cheap sort 
of philanthropy to free another m an’s 
slave, and war is ever popular with a peo­ 
ple that has not been afflicted by war. But 
the evils that have followed, of which the 
eastern capitalists have taken advantage to 
fill their pockets while the debtors starve, 
make up ground for a violence which Sen* 
ator Blaine is 
rendering 
dangerously 
familiar. 
He and his associates purpose indicting 
an entire people, a community, a nation, 
and making of another section the prose­ 
cutor, judge, jury and executioner. Where 
the right to do this is to be found he does 
not tell us. it is well not only sometimes 
to put yourself in another's place, but to 
put your opponent at the same time in 
your place. Now, suppose a Southern 
member were to claim that all New E n­ 
gland was subject to intim idation from the 
monyed power, so that Democratic voters 
were deprived of the franchise, and move 
an investigation, Senator Blaine woald Le 
extremely amazed, and would oppose the 
measure by saying that if it were true 
there was no remedy. 
And yet this ig as conclusive &9 to the 
South as it would ba to New England. 
Our theory of governm ent is that of entire 
equality in all States and sections, one 
with the other. There is no 
sovereign 
power 
to 
which 
we 
can 
appeal 
when 
neutral 
confi­ 
dence and love iail us. 
If one State ever 
can be held in subjection by the others, the 
U nifin is as much dissolved and our Gov­ 
ernm ent as much at an end as if we all 
were clutching at each other’s throats. 
I be South is solid in its defense because 
the N orth has been solid in its oppression. 
It was but yesterday that the negro was 
enabled to vote, being guided by a carpet­ 
bagger aud guarded by a bayonet. 
Sena­ 
tor Blaine threatens them with a return of 
the curse. 
And we can say to him that he 
19 indulging in that bloody instruction 
spoken of by Shakspeare, that returns to 
plague the inventor. 
The 
West care 
nothing for 
the negro. 
It never did, 
and just l o w even the thought of b ia lis 
driven out by woes of its citizens of so 
grevious a nature that they are fairly m ad­ 
dened by them. 
One of these days, and 
probably before long, it will be found that 
it is not tho South that is solid, but all the 
land except the Eastern and Middle States. 
And when that time comes the eloquent 
senator and his friends will regret that they 
ever suggested a short cut through the vi­ 
olated Constitution to a remedy in violence.

M a d iso n , Wis., Dec. 27—A largo attend­ 
ance was had at the session to-day of the 
Wisconsin Teachers’ Association. Super­ 
intendent W hitford read a paper on “School 
Work in Wisconsin Affected by Recent 
Legislation.” 
Prof. Shaw presented a res­ 
olution. which was adopted, that the 
changes made by the revisers in the High 
School law were injurious to the educa­ 
tional 
interests 
of 
the 
State, 
and 
destructive 
of 
the 
ends 
for 
which the law was intended; that a com ­ 
mittee be appointed to bring the m atter 
jelore the next Legislature. 
Discussion 
was had on the question of the elimination 
of the study of lue Constitution from com­ 
mon .sc nools. A resolution was adopted 
declaring it the sense of the Association 
that the study of National and State Con­ 
stitutions 
should 
be placed on tue 
same 
basis 
rn common schools 
as 
that ol history, and that teachers should be 
examined as carctully in this branch as iu 
others. Prof. George Beck read a prac­ 
tical and instructive paper on “ The Rela­ 
tions of Schools to Public H ealth,” giving 
many valuable hints for the proper ventiia. 
tion of school rooms, and the physical and 
moral training of pupils.

Specimens of the proposed new goloid 
metric dollar, coined at the Philadelphia 
Mint, have been received in Washington. 
The coin is constructed on the French met 
ric system, and contains seventy-two cen­ 
tigrammes of pure gold and twelve gram­ 
mes, seventy-five milligrammes, of pure 
silver, and one gramme, 423 milligrammes 
of pure copper. 
It weighs fourteen and 
one quarter grammes, which is a little less 
than 210 grains In size it is slightly larger 
in diameter but not so thick as the silver 
half dollar, and is incapable cf being split 
It is the exact 
equivalent 
of

present gold and silver dollar in in­ 
trinsic value: that is to say, $2 of this 
metric goloid dollar would I e the exact 
equivalent in its intrinsic value of $ I in 
gold and |1 in silver of our present coin.

About Butter. 


Fresh better conflicts of about S3 per 
cent. of pure butter ami IG of milk of but­ 
ter. 
The former can be separated by melt 
ing the whole iu a long tube; aker a while 
the butter proper rises to the top. 
Borne 
of our best butter makers claim that from 
the time the milk leaves the cow till the 
butter graces the table, milk, cream and 
butter £ mid be near the temperature of 
GO degrees. 
F. Bousslugault prescribes 
the proper temperature for cburuing to be 
50 degrees for sweet cream, G3 degrees for 
sour, and GI for milk. 
About one-fourth 
of the total amount of bulter globules 
which exist in the cr^im escape collection 
which accounts for tho rich taste of butter­ 
milk. 
Winter is the time when it is most diffi­ 
cult to produce good colored butter and 
free irom streaks, and the harder to come; 
judicious feeding will help this very much. 
It will pay well with some simple appar ­ 
atus, to steam or cook the food, with a lit­ 
tle salt through it; they will eat up every­ 
thing greedily. A lamp of rock salt should 
always be where the cows cao have access 
lo it. 
An old butter-maker claims that where 
turnips have been fed to milch cows, and 
the strong taste incorporated in the milk 
then when the milk is put into the pans, 
to every eight quarts of milk mix one of 
bulling water. 
This will annihilate the 
taste of the turnips, and facilitate theorising 
and the churning of the cream. 
But do 
not attempt to put such butter up for keep 
me; use it or sell it tor immediate con­ 
sumption.

Feeding Bran With Meal. 
For winter feeding, where cattle are kept 
in stalls and heavily ted, there is no better 
divisor for corn meal than wheat bran. 
It 
is also cheap, and furnishes what the corn 
meal lacks. 
When cattle are ted on corn 
meal as the principle foe i tor fattening, it 
is apt to cloy ii fed in too largo quantities, 
hence our best feeders are In the habit of 
using bran as the cheapest and best means 
for rendering the meal ted more digestible. 
In this each feeder must use discretion as 
to the proper quantity to be used. 
One- 
qusrter of the balk ol feed in bran to three­ 
quarters of corn meal may be taken as a 
good general rule, to be varied according to 
circumstances. For working horses fed on 
cut-feed, this proportion will also be found 
to be nearly right. For horses doing fast 
work. oats fed'whole are of course the best 
possib’e teed. In winter, for driving horses, 
about one-quarter the weight of the feed 
may be good sound corn. mixed with the 
oats. 
When bran is cheap, and it usually 
is so in the west it will be found a valua­ 
ble adjunct for dairy cows in the winter, 
in connection with corn meal. 
These will 
be found as among the b^st and most yalu* 
able of any used, iu proportion to the cost, 
for making milk ii winter. 
That there is no longer doubt as to the 
value of corn, or i's manufactured product 
corn meal, es among tho very best of the 
materials either tor lattening'or tor animals 
at work we have the evidence of most re­ 
spectable authorities, both at home and 
abroad. 
Feeders in our large stables 
agree now pretty generally at to the value 
of Indian corn, either in the grain or 
ground. 
Feeders now generally agree 
upon this; and especially for working 
st >ck. Nevertheless we should not lose 
sight of the value 
of bran. 
Ii should 
find a place in every stable, whether the 
stable contam* fattening stock, workers, or 
young thinks bet ne raised for future use­ 
fulness —Prairie Fanner.
